The Dutch, says Anne O’Hare McCormick 
In the New York Times, are a stout and 
steady and “eminently practical people.” 
That is why years before the present war 
started In 1939, the government and citizens 
of Holland were generally preoccupied with 
the empire. While France thought of its 
empire as just a lot of Incidental possessions, 
the Dutch saw in theirs their .strength and 
their life if disaster came to them in Europe. 
In a conversation with her some time be­ 
fore the war, Dr. Hendrik Colijn, the great 
Dutch prime minister, forecast the terrible 
ionflict that would engulf all of Europe. 
“And eventually the world,” he said. “We 
ir e experiencing a historic convulsion like 
that which precipitated Holland’s Golden 
Age. Now air power comes into its own, and 
this means not only a war of new speeds and 
dimensions. It means that poor countries can 
challenge the rich.” 
Another thing that the wise and level­ 
headed Dutch understood early was ex­ 
pressed by the same statesman. “This is a 
universal war and it will not be won or lost 
In any one place.” 
So the Dutch of Europe were ready to act 
and undismayed when they lost the home­ 
land.

DECAYED AND SUMMING TEETH 


W A SHINGTON SPILLS OVER 
Washington is a huge ants’ nest, swollen to 
*uch proportioas that it hinders its own Op­ 
tra tions. So a swarming time comes and the 
surplus ants take wing for new homes. 
Governmental congestion is one of the 
most notable effects of this manifold war. 
Federal functions have grown so fast that in 
a decade the capital has gained 400,000 resi­ 
dents. It now numbers more than a million 
In the metropolitan area. 
It is not only uncomfortable and inefficient 
to keep on jamming millions of public em­ 
ployes and their families into that congested 
area. It Is also dangerous. There is not only 
danger of disease but of impeding the effi­ 
ciency of the government itself. 
Who would ever have imagined, In the 
time of President Jackson or Lincoln, or even 
»o late as the time of William McKinley, that 
our government would ever become such a 
great, bulging, top-heavy institution? 
It will be inconvenient in some ways to 
spread many branches of government and 
tens of thousands of federal workers around 
the country in distant cities, as is now being 
done. Yet there will lie advantages, too. The 
exiled employes can live more comfortably 
and in many cases do their work more ef­ 
ficiently. 


When recruits were t*eing examined for the w ar 
of 1914-1918, it was found that about seven In every 
twenty had to be rejected because they did not 
possess enough "grinding" teeth.

Including some enrolled in National Youth Admin­ 
istration projects and others attending a national 
defense training school. Of 612 mon between the 
ages of 21 and *15 years, 97 would be rejectable for 
full m ilitary service according to the dental re­ 
quirements of the act. These rejectable men were 
found tt) have an average of twenty-two perm anent 
teeth attacked by decay (caries). Of the twenty-two 
that are or were decayed, thirteen are already ex­ 
tracted. two need to be extracted, two have been 
filled, and five are carious and should be filled. 
Both acceptable as well as rejectable men needed 
dental care. Thus nine out of ten of the rejectable 
men needed full or partial dentures I plates) and 
nine out of ten of the acceptable men needed partial 
dentures or bridges.
